Section  20'  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act  provides,  in  part,  that  "It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  transport  or  deliver  for  transportation  in 
interstate  commerce  -- 

(a)  Any  agricultural  seeds  or  any  mixture  of  agricultural  seeds 
for  seeding  purposes,  unless  each  container  bears  a  label  giving  the 
following  information,  .  .  .  .  : 

"(5)  Kinds  of  noxious-weed  seeds  and  the  rate  of  occurrence  of  each, 
which  rate  shall  be  expressed  in  accordance  with  and  shall  not  exceed  the 
rate  allowed  for  shipment,  movement,  or  sale  of  such  noxious-weed  seeds  by 
the  law  and  regulations  of  the  State  into  which  the  seed  is  offered  for 

transportation  or  transported  .  .  .  . " 


Under  the  Federal  Seed  Act,  only  agricultural  seeds  (including  lawn 
seeds)  are  subject  to  State  noxious-weed  seed  requirements . 

This  publication  contains  information  about  the  various  State  labeling 
requirements  and  prohibitions  of  noxious-weed  seeds.  It  is  designed  for 
keeping  in  a  ringed  binder.  Amendments  in  the  form  of  replacement  pages 
will  be  distributed  from  time  to  time.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  seedsmen 
to  knew  the  requirements  of  State  laws,  and  the  changes  in  those  laws. 

In  addition  to  the  noxious-weed  seed  requirements,  the  maximum 
percentage  of  weed  seeds  permitted  by  the  State  laws  is  shown  where 
applicable.  Note:  The  Federal  Seed  Act  does  not  limit  the  percentage  of 
weed  seeds  but  does  require  truth  in  labeling  as  it  pertains  to  weed  seed 
content . 

In  association  with  Latin  names,  the  term,  "(syn.)"  indicates  the  Latin  name 
is  a  synonym  of  a  name  listed  in  the  National  List  of  Scientific  Plant  Names 
(NLSPN),  published  in  1982  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  USDA.

The  label  shall  show  the  name  and  number  of  each  noxious-weed  seed 
present  per  pound,  or  if  none  are  present,  a  statement  to  that  effect. 
Agricultural  seeds  shall  not  be  sold  for  planting  purposes  which  contain 
more  than  300  of  any  one  noxious  weed  per  pound,  or  a  combined  total  of  500 
noxious  weeds  per  pound,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  Sale  of  seed  containing  field  bindweed,  Crotalaria  spp., 
balloonvine,  itchgrass,  and  nutgrass  in  any  amount  whatsoever  (no  tolerance) 
is  prohibited.

The  California  seed  law  requires  that  agricultural  seeds  must  be  labeled 
to  show  the  name  and  approximate  number  per  pound  of  each  kind  of  restricted 
noxious-weed  seed.  California  quarantine  laws  may  prohibit  the  sale  of  crop 
seed  (in  certain  counties)  containing  some  restricted  noxious-weed  seeds. 

In  addition  to  the  weed  seeds  listed  above,  the  State  of  California  plant 
quarantine  laws  also  regulate  the  sale  of  crop  seed  containing  other  weed 
seeds.  California  officials  indicate  that  no  tolerance  is  recognized  for 
weed  seed  under  plant  quarantine  laws.  The  Federal  Seed  Act  recognizes  weed 
seed  declared  as  noxious,  by  either  the  California  weed  or  quarantine  laws 
but  would  allow  a  tolerance. 

Firms  shipping  seed  into  California  should  obtain  a  copy  of  both  the 
California  plant  quarantine  and  seed  laws  for  guidance.  They  are  available 
from  the  Pest  Exclusion/Seed  Service,  Division  of  Plant  Industry,  California 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture,  1220  "N"  Street,  Sacramento,  California
